were set more than a year ago. 
The price chief said If this is 
so be wants to know the reason 
why, and where the difference In 
price exists. 
The Western States Meat Pack­ 
ing Association, a trade group, 
took sharp issue with what they 
said was a suggestion that meat 
retailers and packers are getting 
excessive profits. 


E. F. Forbes, the grog's pres- 
Ident, Monday made public a 
letter he sent congressmen re­ 
cently. The letter said Woods 
made “Irresponsible and Inaccur­ 
ate" statements in Minneapolis 
earlier this week "designed to 
turn consumers against meat 
packers and retailers." 
Forbes said actually beef at 
wholesale is selling below celling 


prices, In 
some 
instances as 
much as 35 per cent below. 
In Chicago, PuhUc Relations 
Director Norman Draper of the 
American Meat Institute, which 
represents 500 meat-packing com­ 
panies throughout the country, 
snorted: 
"Everybody is getting rather 
tired of distortion of truth by Tig 
he Woods. We wonder what office 


he may be running for. Perhaps 
be has forgotten there was an 
election Nov. 4." 
Woods has held meetings with 
consumers In every section of the 
country since he took office Sept. 
1. He said complaints about high 
prices were general, but criti­ 
cism of food costs were moot 
common. 
Among possibilities of effecting 


t rollback being studied Is the 
sdvisabaity of switching from 
the present dollars and cents per 
pound to a margin-type regula­ 
tion. 
If this were done, butchers 
would recalculate their ceilings 
at regular intervals to reflect any 
changes up or down in their 
wholesale costs. This method al­ 
ready is used in regulations gov-

Navy Pilots 
Bag 2 Migs 
In Sea Duels 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 18-<A>-The 
Navy reported Tuesday two Rus­ 
sian-made jet fighter planes had 
been shot down at sea only 35 miles 
from U. S. Task Force 77 off the 
east coast of Korea. 
A third Russian-made aircraft 
was damaged in the action, which 
took place late Monday, the Navy 
said. It placed the scene in the Sea 
of Japan, about 100 miles south­ 
east of Chongjin. It said Navy pi­ 
lots shot down the two Migs. 
Although Navy planes were cred­ 
ited with one of the first downings 
of Mig jet in the Korea war in the 
autumn of 1950—Navy and Marine 
air encounters with the enemy 
fighters have been rare. Only five 
Mig kills have been credited to 
Navy and Marine pilots through 
the conflict. 
The Navy had few details of the 
action but was able to report that 
1 four Panther jets flown by pilots 
of Reserve Squadron 781 from Las 
Alamitos, Calif., fought the battle 
near the task force. One of the Am­ 
erican planes was hit during the 
encounter but was able to return 
to the carrier Oriskany, floating 
home base for the squadron. 
One Mig pilot was seen bailing 
out. A second Red plane was last 
seen in a steep spiral dive and 
1 smoking badly. A third Mig broke 
off the action after being hit.

Taft Asking 
Ike To Fix 
Timetable 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 18 — (JR- 
Sen. Taft (R-Ohio) called on Presi­ 
dent-elect Eisenhower Tuesday to 
fix the time table for legislative ac­ 
tion in the new Congress. 
Taft listed the following as the 
most pressing: 
1. The budget, including possible 
reorganization of the Budget Bur­ 
eau and establishment of a con­ 
gressional budget commission. 
2. Taxation—Taft said the decis­ 
ion on this could await budget ac 
tion 
3. The question of whether the 
Government Reorganization Act, 
which expires in April, should be 
renewed. 
4. Possible extension of price, 
wage and rent controls, as well as 
allocations powers, which expire 
in the period between April 30 an<i 
June 30. Taft said there had been 
some suggestions that theae powers 
be ended immediately. 
5. Action on proposed amend 
ments to the Taft-Hartley Act. 
6. Possible creation at a commis­ 
sion to study the federal govern 
ment’s place in handling social wel 
fare, health, housing and social 
security problems. 
7. Possible extension of a recip­ 
rocal trade agreements program. 
8. New authorizations and appro­ 
priations for foreign aid.

The delegates also awaited the 
outcome of the major policy talks 
in Washington Tuesday between 
President Truman and President­ 
elect Dwight D. Eisenhower. 


Nation's Capital Gives Ike 
Gigantic Welcoming Parade 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 18-GR-The 
nation’s capital whipped up a gi­ 
gantic welcome Tuesday for the 
next President of the United States, 
Dwight D. Eisenhower. 
And the television cameras of 
all four major networks brought 
the festivitie« to thn rest of the 
country. 
Elaborate plans that won the 
blessing of the outgoing Truman 
administration called for a public 
turnout rivaling the great demon 
stration which greeted Eisenhower 
on his return from World War II 
triumphs in 1945. 
President Truman, although he 
campaigned tooth and nail to keep 
Eisenhower out of the White House, 
lent a helping hand to the triumph­ 
al procession. He directed that all 
of the 250,000 federal workers who 
can be spared from their duties be 
released 
from their 
jobs long 
enough to join in the cheering.

ident-elect’s future home at 1600 
Pennsylvania Avenue. 
Mrs. Eisenhower arrived with 
her husband, but she didn’t go 
along to the White House. In­ 
stead, she visited her sister, Mrs. 
George G. Moore Jr., who lives 
In the northwestern part of tha 
city. 
Why didn’t the future First Lady 
go along for a look at her new 
home? 
Well, she wasn’t invited until tha 
last minute—until Monday in fact. 
The President’s staff explained 
that Mrs. Truman didn’t know un­ 
til Sunday that her successor was 
coming to Washington with the 
general. 
Invited by telephone Monday, 
Mrs. Eisenhower said sorry but 
she’d made other plans for the 
afternoon.

WHITE HOUSE aides said, how­ 
ever, that she promised to come 


down from New York real soon and 
have a talk with Mrs. Truman 
about White-Housekeeping. 
Army, Navy, Air Force and 10 
or 12 other bands were posted 
along the route of the motorcade. 
Armed forces security guards were 
ordered at the White House and at 
the airport. 
Many business houses followed 
the government's lead and gave 
their employes time off to join the 
throngs lining the capital's streets. 


Flying Boxcar 
Crash Kills 8 - 
BILLINGS, Mont., Nov. 18—UR— 
The fourth crash in 11 days of an 
Air Force C119 Flying Boxcar 
claimed eight lives Monday when 
one of the huge transports crashed 
and burned in a muddy field 12 
miles east of this South • Central 
Montana city. The eight deaths 
raised to 91 the number of service­ 
men killed in Boxcar crackups 
since Nov. 7. 
Four of the dead in the Montana 
crash burned to death when the 
two-engined craft plowed into the 
ground while attempting to make 
an emergency landing. Four died 
of injuries. Eight others were rush 
; ed to Billings hospitals. Attendants 
•aid two were in critical condition.

serious food supply problems in the 
future unless research opens new 
* “ production frontiers.” 
Dr. Byron T. Shaw', adm inistra­ 
tor of the Agriculture D epartm ent’s 
research 
administration, 
said

rapidly growing population, coup­ 
led with the fact that there is little 
additional crop land, 
makes 
in­ 
creased research necessary. 
In an address before the annual 
meeting of the American Society of 
Agronomy, Shaw said the nation 
is rapidly approaching the stage 
where insects, 
diseases, soil 
de­ 
te rio ra tio n , etc., are pushing down 
as hard on food production as re ­ 
search is pushing up. But he add­ 
ed: 
“ None of us is concerned about

hungry in the foreseeable future.” 
A top hybrid com seed producer 
from Iowa thinks the practice of 
plowing under legumes to enrich 
the soil is on its way out. 
Roswell G arst of 
Coon 
Rapids 
said buying commercial

“ is better, faster, more economical 
and su rer” than that of plowing 
under legumes.

DIET AND HEALTH 
New Methods Help The Deaf 


By HUMAN N. 8ÜNDISIN, M. D. 
DEAFNESS la one handicap we 
can definitely help in many casea, 
thanka to newer methoda dev el­ 
oped in recent y eara. Approv ed 
electric hearing alda, newer oper- 
ationa, and Improv ed educational 
methoda hav e all play ed a part. 
Theae adv ances hav e enabled 
deaf persona in all walks of life to 
adjust themselv es to their con­ 
dition and become outstanding 
members of their community . 
The greatest number of p eop le 
wh o need h elp for p oor h earing 
are between 20 and 00 y ears of 
age, it la believ ed. Old age may be 
a definite cause for deafness. 
Other Causes 
There are m any oth er con­ 
ditions, h owev er, th at can make a 
p erson deaf or h ard of h earing. 
In ch ildh ood, Infectious dis­ 
eases such as scarlet fev er, dip h ­ 
th eria, and meningitis may leav e 
deafness in th eir wake. Middle- 
ear Infections also cause a great 
deal of deafness In ch ildh ood. 
Certain p eop le become deaf 
later in life from h ardening of 
the bone tha t transm its sound 
from the middle to th e inner ear. 
This 
condition 
is 
known 
as 
otosclerosis. It may begin in th e 
teens, but not become too much of 
a handicap until th e p erson Is 
between 40 and 50. 
Operation Helps Some 
Once the h earing mech anism 
of the ear is damaged, it is often 
difficult to correct. A new ty p e of 
operation known as fenestration 
does h elp certain cases of deaf­ 
ness due to otosclerosis. Clearing 
up any infections may also 
be of 
h elp . 
Howev er, many p eop le cannot 
correct th e defect itself, and must 
adjust th emselv es to it by oth er 


means. Some learn Up reading 
and get along fairly well. A great 
num ber clear up their partial 
deafness by wearing approv ed 
mech anical hearing aide. 
It h as been estimated tha t close 
to a million p eop le 
wear hearing 
aids in th is country . It is also 
known th at th ere are close to 
th ree million or more who could 
benefit from p rop er 
hearing aids. 
Hearing Aids of Benefit 
Many of the 
hearing 
aids 
p roduced today are doing a great 
deal to reliev e anx iety , fear, and 
Inferiority comp lex es 
in the deaf. 
The instrum ents are now so small 
th a t th ey are v ery 
inconspicuous 
wh en worn. 
It is encouraging to know th a t 
with th e accep table ty p es 
of aids 
today , many h ard of h earing 
p eop le can carry on norm al busi­ 
ness and social liv es, and reaUy 
ov ercome th eir h andicap . 
QUESTIONS AND ANSWER! 
J. N. S .: W h at treatm ent would 
y ou recommend for h ardening of 
th e arteries? 
Answer: Treatment of harden­ 
ing of th e arteries consists of rest 
In bed, correct diet, dally bowel 
mov ements, and carefully regu­ 
lated ex ercise. 
Th e diet for the most part 
sh ould consist of fruits and green 
v egetables; meat, tea, and coffee 
sh ould be taken sp aringly : alco­ 
h ol sh ould be av oided. Milk may 
j be drunk liberally , eggs eaten oc­ 
casionally , and bread, p otatoes 
and oth er starch y foods used 
moderately . 
A great deal of rest in bed is 
p robably th e most efficient m eas­ 
ure in th e treatm ent of h arden­ 
ing of th e arteries. Drugs are not 
of m uch v alue in th is condition. 
Your p h y sician sh ould be con­ 
sulted, of course.

Mrs. Mader Reads 
Paper On Holiday 


When Monday Club met in regu­ 
lar session Monday evening the 
program th^me for the year, "Mon 
Tfay Club Through the Years.” was 
continued in the reading of a paper 
Mrs. Lincoln S. Mader had prepar­ 
ed and read in November 1949. Her 
topic was, ‘‘They Called the Day 
Thanksgiving.” 
In her paper, Mrs. Mader dis­ 
cussed the history of the Pilgrims 
prior to their cofhing to this country 
and traced it through the years that 
followed. Touching upon the sub­ 
ject of the first Thanksgiving, she 
“ lated that at the end of the first 
harvest Governor Bradford 
an­ 
nounced that several days would be 
set aside for a thanksgiving cele­ 
bration. This was in October, 1621. 
The preparation of the food must 
have been a great task, for there 
were only four wives and one wom­ 
an servant assisted by a few young 
girls to do the cooking for the Pil­ 
grims and the 90 Indian guests ■ ho 
were invited to join in g i v i n g 
»»'jinks. Long tables were set out of 
doors and there were 
plenty of 
knives and some spoons, which had 
been brought from England b u t 
forks were not known in 
t h ose 
days. Linen napkins were u s e d 
and most of the dishes were of 
wood or pewter. 
The menu consisted of wild tur­ 
keys stuffed with beechnuts, pigeon 
pastry, venison from the deer the 
Indians brought, clams and 
scal- 
fish from the bay, corn bread 
and wild grapes and plums. 
For years the festival was al­ 
most exclusively a New England in­ 
stitution, 
celebrated by religious 
services in the churches, the ser­ 
mon often being a political address. 
The day gradually became a cus­ 
tom in the Western and some of 
the Southern states each appoint­ 
ing its own day. In 1864, President 
Lincoln issued a proelnmatior 
in 
i 
iVich he appointed and set aside 
le last Thursday in November as 
a day of national thanksgiving. 
Mrs. Mader stressed the debt the 
Pilgrims owned the friendly Indians 
who taught them how to plant In­ 
dian corn and to make it grow in 
rocky soil by placing in each hill a 
fish for fertilizer. They taught the 
Pilgrims what fish 
to eat, 
told 
them how to make much and hom­ 
iny; 
brought 
maple 
sugar 
and 
jjr.ght them to make maple syrup. 
»n continuing the history of the 
Pilgrims, Mrs. Mader said t h at 
New England is a region of small 
varied* industry and small varied 
agriculture There are few natural 
resources. As early as 1628 the Pil 
grims began to harness water pow­ 
er for grinding corn and soon were 
using it for saw mills and in small 
factories. Later on in New England 
great 
industries 
were 
built 
up 
around the water mill sites. Today 
# lst New England p l a n t s are 
small, the majority employing less 
than 500 but many concerns have 
remained in the same family for 
generations 
In conclusion Mrs. Mader stated 
that New England is neither new 
nor very much like England. Nor 
does it resemble nowadays the con­ 
ventional concept of “New E n g- 
land.” Like every American region 
it is full of the unexpected, infinite*

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‘History O f Thanksgiving 
Told At Monday Club Meet 


Mrs. M ader Reads 
Paper On Holiday 


When Monday Club met in regu­ 
lar session Monday evening the 
jw*ogram thome for the year. "Mon 
Tfay Club Through the Years,” was 
continued in the reading of a paper 
Mrs. Lincoln S. Mader had prepar­ 
ed and read in November 1949, Her 
topic was, "They Called the Day 
Thanksgiving." 
In her paper, Mrs. Mader dis­ 
cussed the history of the Pilgrims 
prior to their coffling to this country 
and traced it through the years that 
followed. Touching upon the sub- 
K 
ct of the first Thanksgiving, she 
lated that at the end of the first 
harvest Governor 
Bradford 
an­ 
nounced that several days would be 
set aside for a thanksgiving cele­ 
bration. This was in October, 1621. 
The preparation of the food must 
have been a great task, for there 
were only four wives and one wom­ 
an servant assisted by a few young 
girls to do the cooking for the Pil­ 
grims and the 90 Indian guests 
ho 
were invited to join in g i v i n g 
i» Jinks. Long tables were set out of 
doors and there were 
plenty of 
knives and some spoons, which had 
been brought from England b u t 
forks were not known in 
t h ose 
days. Linen napkins were u s e d 
and most of the dishes 
were of 
wood or pewter. 
The menu consisted of wild tur­ 
keys stuffed with beechnuts, pigeon 
pastry, venison from the deer the 
Indians brought, clams and scal­ 
d s , fish from the bay, corn bread 
abd wild grapes and plums 
For years the festival was al­ 
most exclusively a New England in­ 
stitution, 
celebrated by religious 
services in the churches, the ser­ 
mon often being a political address. 
The day gradually became a cus- j 
tom in the Western and some of 
the Southern states each appoint-1 
ing its own day. In 18G4, President 
Lincoln issued a proclamatior 
in ■ 
jgftieh he appointed ami set aside 
Hie last Thursday in Novemlnr as 
a day of national thanksgiving. 
Mrs. Wader stressed the debt the 
Pilgrims owned the friendly Indians 
who taught them how to plant In 
chan corn and to make it grov\ in 
rocky soil by placing in each hill a 
fish for fertilizer. They taught the 
Pilgrims what fi^h 
to eat, 
told 
them how to make much and horn 
iny; 
brought 
maple 
sugar 
and i 
ght them to make maple syrup 
*n continuing the history of the 
Pilgrims, Mrs. Mader said t h at 
New England is a region of small 
varied* industry and small varied 
agriculture. There are few natural 
resources. As early as 1628 the Pil­ 
grims began to harness water pow­ 
er for grinding corn and soon were 
using it for saw mills and in small 
factories. Later on in New England 
great 
industries 
were 
built 
up 
around the water mill site* Today 
jfkst New England p l a n t s are 
small, the majority employing less 
than 500 but many concerns have 
remained in the same family for 
generations 
In conclusion Mrs. Mader stated 
that New England is neither new 
nor very much like England 
Nor 
does it resemble nowadays the con­ 
ventional concept of "New 
E n g- 
land." Like every American region 
it is full of the

NEW YORK—'if—Leaves from 
a travel notebook: 
The streets of Lisbon arc re­ 
puted to be the cleanest of any 
city in the world. This gives the 
visitor a favorable impression of 
Portugal on first view. 
The clean streets are only one 
of many external signs of the 
^ risk efficiency with which Pre­ 
mier Antonio de Oliveria Salazar 
runs his country. 
Dr Salazar remans one of the 
least known but most successful 
dictators of Europe. Under his 
long term program for economic 
progress Portugal has emerged 
from its century-old financial de­ 
pendence on Britain and is today 
a creditor rather than a debtor 
nation. 
A There is no articulate protest 
against Dr. Salazar nor evidence 
of any wide-scale effort to •over­ 
throw his government. As one na­ 
tive put it: 
“The people will not die for 
Salazar, but they have a lot of 
respect for him and faith in him, 
because time 
has proved 
him 
right in most of the decisions he 
has made in the last 25 years 
Salazar has never made any at- 
f* mpt to gain personal popular­ 
ity. because he doesn’t attach 
much importance to it.” 
The dictator feels his place in 
Portugal’s history will be deter­ 
mined largely by the results of 
his campaign to industrialize the 
country and develop its huge Af­ 
rican colonies.

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Cancer Poses Real Danger To Children Under 15 Years 


Symptoms 
To Be Seen 
Are Detailed 


3,000 Children 
Die Each Year 
From Cancer 


Cancer kills five times as many 
children under age 15 each year as 
does diphtheria, nearly three times 
as many as meningitis, and twice 
as many as either tuberculosis, po­ 
lio, influenza, or whooping cough. 
Nearly half the deaths in the 
nnder-15 group are among chil­ 
dren below five years of age. 
Though far fewer cases of can­ 
cer in children are encountered 
than of any of the other diseases 
mentioned, thp fatality rate is ex­ 
trem ely high, in part because par­ 
ents usually do not suspect its exis­ 
tence in children and in 
all too 
many cases the condition is n o t 
discovered until too late. 
Approximately 3,000 children un­ 
der 15 die each year from cancer in 
all its forms, including leukemia. 
This compares with an average an­ 
nual death toll in the same a g e 
group of a little over 1,600 from all 
forms of tuberculosis, approximate­ 
ly 1,250 from whooping cough, 1,350 
from influenza, 1,185 from menin­ 
gitis, 
approximately 
1,000 from 
polio and under 600 from diph­ 
theria, on the basis of a three-year 
average erf Government vital statis­ 
tics. 


IN THE CHILD, body cells and 
tissues grow and develop much 
faster than in an adult. This holds 
true of malignant growths, as well 
as of normal, healthy t i s s u e s . 
Therefore cancer, when it occurs 
in 
children, 
usually progresses 
much more rapidly than it does in 
adults. 
Cancerous conditions are m o r e 
often caught in their early stages 
among infants because of the fre­ 
quent medical checkups given chil­ 
dren in their first year of life. 
Malignancies such as brain, kid­ 
ney and bone tumors 
are 
more 
often found in children under ten 
years of age. Tumors of the adren­ 
al glands and of the lymphatics, 
leukemia and retinal tumors a r e 
more likely to be found in children 
under five. 
Any symptoms such as the fol­ 
lowing call for prompt medical ex­ 
amination: Pupil of one eye whit­ 
ish, gray or green instead of the 
normal black; obstructed breath­ 
ing, especially if child is over two 
years of age and usual causes— 
cold, bronchitis, etc.—do not exist. 
Persistent lumps or masses in 
glands, abdomen and soft parts 
of body. 
Vague 
or 
localized 
•chea and swellings along t h e 
long bones of the body, particu­ 
larly in the upper leg; pain in the 
Joints; “droopiness’* (rheum atic 
fever is often suspected in cases 
of bone tum or). Mysterious but 
persistent low fever; tendency to 
bruise easily. • 
Many types of cancer in children 
can be halted or cured by surgery 
or X-ray treatm ents, if detected 
early enough. Encouraging prog­ 
ress is being made by medical sci­ 
ence, both in diagnosis and treat­ 
ment. 
A m ajor handicap to early detec­ 
tion of malignancies in children is

Dairy Farmers 


Money-making 
chances 
l o o k 
strong for dairy farm ers who keep 
their operating costs low in the pe­ 
riod ahead. 
Dairy cow numbers have not 
Increased, despite the boom 
in 
beef cattle in the last several 
years. 
Meanwhile, consumption of milk 
and other dairy products has been 
rising, due to the nation’s popula­ 
tion growth. 
Milk 
has 
been 
increasing 
in 
price, while the prices of numerous 
other farm products have been de­ 
clining. Thus, dairying offers farm ­ 
ers an opportunity to maintain a 
good income level in the y e a r s 
ahead; 
One of the advantages of dairy­ 
ing is that up to 85 per cent of a 
cow’s productive capacity can be 
obtained without the use of high- 
priced grains and other supplemen­ 
tal feeds. A dairy farm er with good 
quality pasture and roughage can 
produce milk at a considerably low­ 
er rate per 100 pounds than one 
who feeds a high percentage of 
grain. 
A high-yielding, high-quality pas­ 
ture supply depends on a soil fer­ 
tile enough to provide all the plant 
nutrients that legume-grass crops 
need. 
Liming and fertilizing with nitro­ 
gen, phosphate and potash fertiliz­ 
er and then top-dressing the pas­ 
ture regularly with plant food, will 
keep growth thick and help main­ 
tain a steady milk flow'. Low pro­ 
duction costs mean higher profits 
for dairy farm ers.

Cancer kills five times as many 


children under age 15 each year as 
does diphtheria, nearly three times 


as many as meningitis, and twice 


as many as either tuberculosis, po­ 


lio, influenza, or whooping cough. 
Nearly half the deaths in the 
under 15 group are among chil­ 
dren below five years of age. 


Though far fewer cases of can­ 
cer in children 
are 
encountered 
than of any of the other diseases 
mentioned, the fatality rate is ex­ 
tremely high, in part because par­
